Brickies show pride at Dome 



Even though the Brickies overcame 
trials and adversity to get to the state 
championship game in the Hoosier Dome, 
they fell short of a victory, losing to the 
Franklin Central Flashes 34-14. This was 
the team's eighth trip to the state finals 
since 1979. 

The Brickies started out the 1990 
season by avenging the 1989 loss to Lew 
Wallace, by defeating the Hornets 27-6. 
The following week it was off to the 
Hoosier Dome for the Region Classic, 
where the Bricks defeated Valparaiso 34 
- 6 . 

Andrean was the next school to fall to 
the mighty team with a score of 31-14. 
The next week, in spite of losing three 
starters to team suspensions, the Bricks 
humiliated LaPorte by outscoring the 



Slicers 46-3. Following the devastation of 
LaPorte, the Bricks tromped the winless 
Chesterton Trojans 49-6, and then went 
on to defeat Merrillville, Portage and 
Michigan City Rogers. 

The Bricks started sectionals against 
Goshen and then went on to defeat 
Concord. South Bend Washington was 
the final foe to fall to the Bricks, giving 
them another sectional title. 

Then problems plagued the Bricks 
again, as two more starters became 
academically ineligible to play. Linder the 
leadership of new quarterback, Sopho- 
more Ed Casko, the Bricks defeated 
Andrean a second time to win the regional 
crown. Then it was off to Lafayette 
Jefferson High School for the semi-state 
battle for the second consecutive year. 



Although the Bricks defeated Jefferson, 
the game ended in Senior Erik Kuech- 
enberg injuring his knee and not being 
able to play in the state game. 

In spite of a gallant effort, the Bricks 
were no match for the Flashes. The Bricks 
gained only 94 yards rushing and 126 
yards passing. The one bright note of the 
game was that Junior Bill Manalopolous 
kicked his 126th point after touchdown, 
breaking the previous state record which 
was held by former Brickie Mike Bud- 
zielek. 

The day after the state game, hundreds 
of Brickie fans gathered in Brickie Bowl to 
show their appreciation to the team and 
coaches for a great season.
